The Navarro County Memorial 


Hospital board of Managers 
voted during their annual budget 
meeting Thursday night to in- 
crease daily room and other rates 
at the hospital effective Jan. 1, 
1972. 


The 1972 proposed budget was 


presented to the board by 
hospital business manager Dick 
Harwell. Board member W.J. 
Moore moved and W.L. Bain 
seconded to approve the budget 
with rate increases as outlined:

The motion passed unanimously. 


The change will raise private 


room rates from the present $38- 


charge to rates from $41 to 


$47. The present semi-private 
room rates of $34-$36 will in- 
crease to prices ranging, from $37 
to $39. 


The daily hospital ward rate 


was increased from $33 to $36; 
ambulatory care from $25 to $26 
and nursery room from $20 to $23. 


Harwell said the rate increase 


will bring in an 
$136,500 increase in

revenue during 1972.

Harwell commented during the 


budget presentation that the rate 
increases are within the wage- 
price freeze guidelines set by the 
Nixon administration. 


Prior to the vote accepting the 


budget, board member

ministrator Gene Barren how the 
room rates here would compare 
with other hospital rates in this 
area. Barren said the rates at 
Navarro 
County 
Memorial 


Hospital are higher than smaller 
hospitals and about equal in cost 
to the Waco hospital. Barren 
pointed out that the hospital here 
offers patients many 
more 


services than do other hospitals; 
One example pointed out was 
inhalation therapy facilities. 


Salary and expense increases 


were also approved as part of the 
budget. The total amount ap- 
proved for salary increases was 
$50,000. This amount included 
salary increases for department 
heads. 


Expense increases include: 


$5,000 for professional fees (this 
is mostly an increase of stipend to

Navarro Junior College); ad- 
ditional month rate increases 
(needed to comply with federal 
minumum wage standards) was 
$10,000; supplies (including funds

The statement of operations 


budget for fiscal year Jap. 1,1972 
to Dec. 31, 1972 shows a total of

revenue. This amount includes

Total operating expenses listed 


on the statement sheet shows a 
figure of $3,124,600. This amount 
includes $1,779,400 for salaries, 
$1,212,700 for supplies and other 
expenses, and $32,500 for com- 
missions. 


The net operating income 


shown in the budget is $10,400. 
Items not budgeted total $20,000, 
leaving the maintenance fund 
withdrawl figure at $30,400.

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Cotton Gin Murder Unsolved

FAIRFIELD-Outside the neat 


white-frame house the tem- 
perature was slowly dipping 
down into the low 20's. 
The 


weather report for Jan. 5 said 
that snow flurries could be ex- 
pected before morning and the 
other 13 residents of the small 
community of Cotton Gin were 
bundling up for the night. 


It was almost 6 p.m. and 


already dark, the sun having set 
at 5:40 p.m. Inside the house, 58- 
year-old Clovis:. Hodgf.: and his 
wife Marie were settling down for 
another quiet night at home 
alone. 
The couple rarely had 


many visitors and certainly 
expected none of their four or five 
friends to be dropping by on a 
night like this. 


But at approximately 5:55 


p.m., there was a knock at the 
front door. Hodge, surprised that 
any one would be out in this kind 
of weather, went to answer it. In 
so doing, he was opening the door 
not only to a visitor but to one of 
the strangest crimes ever to 
occur in the Golden Circle. 


To Freestone County Sheriff J. 


R. (Sonny) Sessions, the case 
almost defies belief; in the 11 
months since that cold January 
evening, he has relentlessly 
tracked down clues, sifted in- 
formation and narrowed the 
possibilities of who may have 
been involved in what happened 
that night, but the case is still 


carried on his books as "un- 
solved." Given all of the facts of 
the case, it should have been 
routinely and easily settled; 
instead, the case has become 
more baffling with the passing 
days. 


Hodge was the ranch manager 


for a cattle operation in Cotton 
Gin, the house in which he and his 
wife lived provided by his em- 
ployer. 
To reach the house, 


which faced south toward the 
main street of the town, a person 
could take the narrow dirt lane 
that ran directly south to the 
community's one store, on the 
FM1366 Spur or he could come in 
from the west off of FM 1366 it- 
self. The house sits atop a rise, 
approximately one hundred 
yards from either spot from 
which a person would make his 
approach. 


The Hodges had managed to set 


aside money from time to time 
over the years in much the same 
way they lived: very quietly. No 
more than five people could have 
known, about the money, says 
Sheriff Sessions, and on the night 
of Jan. 5, the couple had over 
$3,000 in cash inside their home. 
It was the money that brought 
their visitor knocking at the door. 


On the porch outside the house 


stood a medium-sized man, 
bundled up in a jacket and 
wearing a leather cap with ear- 
flaps. When Hodge answered the 
door, the man explained that 
while driving along the road his 
car had struck a cow which had 


somehow wandered out of its 
pasture. If Hodge would just put 
him in touch with the man who 
owned the cow, he said, he'd 
appreciate it. 


Hodge agreed to call his em- 


ployer and invited the stranger 
into the house out of the cold 
while he made the call. The man 
thanked him and stepped inside 
as Hodge headed for the phone. 
Mrs. Hodge, clad in a robe, stood 
nearby. As soon as he was inside 
the door, the man pulled a gun 
and held it on the couple. He'd 
come for their money, he told 
them. 


The money was inside a leather 


billfold belonging to Hodge which 
was inside still another billfold in 
another part of the house. But 
Hodge insisted he had no money. 
As the man began to argue with 
him, Hodge suddenly jumped at 
him and tried to wrestle the gun 
away. 
The gun went off and 


Hodge fell to the floor, fatally 
wounded. 


His wife, who had witnessed the 


entire scene, sprang out the front 
door and raced along the road 
that runs west to FM 1366. On the 
west side of the road lived a 
neighbor and it was there she 
went, blurting out her story. The 
neighbor tried to calm her, then 
went to his phone where he called 
the sheriff's office. The time was 
6:30.p.m., according to the 
sheriff's department log, and as 
far as anyone knows, Mrs. 
Hodge's glimpse of her husband's 
killer as she raced out of her 


house was the last that anyone 
has seen of the man. 


"I was telling myself at first 


that there's no way we won't 
know who it was within a week," 
Sheriff Sessions said one day this 
past week. "But week after week 
has gone by, and it's still there." 


Sessions is a likeable, easy- 


going man who has served as the 
county's sheriff for over seven 
years. 
Law enforcement is a 


tradition in his family, his father 
and great-grandfather having 
held the same sheriff's post. His 
mother's great-grandfather was 
Limestone County's first sheriff. 


In the tradition of all good 


lawmen, Sessions realizes that 
patience is perhaps the strongest 
of the many tools he has at hand. 
And it is that asset which now 
seems his only aid in the eventual 
discovery of Clovis Hodge's 
killer. 


"We've checked out people 


from Corpus Christ! to In- 
dependence, Missouri, and with 
no success," he says. 
"We've 


given polygraph tests to ten 
people, including the widow, and 
I'm satisfied that there is no guilt 
attached to any of them." 


Leaning back in his chair,

describes

bewilderment over how an ap- 
parent stranger could escape 
notice in such a small com- 
munity.

Adding to the complexity of the 


case is the fact that the stranger 
came to the house looking for the 
Hodges' money, the existence of 
which only a handfull of people 
could have known about. 


"I can count on the fingers of 


one hand*the friends they had," 
Sessions gestures, "and none of 
those people are tied in with this, 
I'm convinced. But this guy knew 
about that money; that's the only 
reason he went there." 


Sessions pauses for a moment, 


then continues: "I'm willing to 
believe the shooting was an ac- 
cident or even self-defense. 
When we got to the house, we 
found everything in place, in- 
cluding the money. He didn't 
take anything, and it's too bad, 
really, because it might have 
given us something to trace — he 
just wanted out of there. 


"When Mrs. Hodge ran out.of 


the house, he was probably right 
behind her, although she never 
saw the man again. And that's 
another thing: no one out'there 
saw or heard a car." 
Sessions 


leans back again and smiles. 
"That's why the whole thing is so 
incredible." 


When it became apparent after 


several weeks of investigation 
that there would be no easy 
solution to the murder, Sessions 
and Ray talked with. Hodge's 
family and agreed that a reward 
might help. For the past several 
months, Sessions has again and 
again called the public's at- 
tention to the fact that there is a 
$1,000 reward leading to the 
identity of the killer. A number of 
people have come forward with - 
what they felt was information, 
hVsays, and on'ohe Wcasio'nMrs. 
Hodge identified one suspect as 
closely resembling her husband's 
killer. 


But even that proved no help 


after Sessions turned up evidence 
clearing the man. 
Time has 


slowed the frequency of calls and 
visits to his .office by persons 
eyeing that reward and the case 
remains as much a puzzle as it 
was the night of Jan. 5th.
